There very little excuse for our making mistakes 
heart disease control when can learn from past 
experience tuberculosis control where the pitfalls 
lie. Our present growth evidence the fact that 
can learn from the experience others. hope that the 
discussion this morning will give all opportunity 
see our goals more clearly, and take accurate measure 
our techniques. 


Need for Total Program 


the present time, the best knowledge, 
California community has yet undertaken total 
heart program. Some have been existence longer 
and have been able move further than others. For the 
most part, have concerned with rheumatic 
fever and rightly so. The selection fever 
our first campaign control heart disease was logical 
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one. rose out our increased knowledge this type 
heart disease resulting from the demonstrations 
Solano and Contra Costa Counties made the 
fornia State Department Public Health, and the 
knowledge the disease which World War 
brought us. Our intensive search for knowl- 
edge the diagnosis and treatment rheumatic fever 
and our with developing community facilities 
for such diagnosis and treatment are commended. 
And this work just begun. But order see the 
fever control program clearly, must 
relate our planning the whole problem heart 
disease control. planning for the future, must 
ourselves with the diagnosis and treatment 
heart disease adults, and this includes the wise use 
our findings the miniature X-ray surveys, concern 
with the retraining individuals thus discovered 
unsuitably employed, and the many ramifications 
total program which means. awareness how heart 
disease affects all community. 

These are some the pitfalls which may avoid 
measuring our work this time. our role heart 
committees advising community planning for the 
control this major disease, have well-mapped 
campaign? sound organization know where 
are going and why and what our lacks may be. 
phase our program should unrelated. Recent 
studies have placed position know techniques 
that have been proven sound school health 
administration. our own communities will 
guilty less than good leadership not plan 
put into effect the knowledge gained from these studies. 
refer part, course, the Astoria studies reported 
upon the July, 1947, issue the American Journal 
Public Health.

You remember the report which Dr. Francis 
Chamberlain gave review the San Franciscans 
with rheumatic hearts who had been rejected the 
selective service boards. that brief study was 
learned that three-fourths these men rejected 
selective service, but employed civilian life, were 
doing jobs that were overworking their hearts, many 
the breaking point. But these young men did not 
know the risk both health and life. This, suggest, 
indicates responsibility heart advisory committees 
relation the use miniature X-ray film services, 
relation the development diagnostic centers for 
adults, and relation close-working partnership 
with the Bureau Vocational Rehabilitation the 
California State Department Education. 

Another important area responsibility provid- 
ing the standards for hospital and convalescent care 
for rheumatic children. The report the Governor’s 
Advisory Council Hospital Facilities give least 
partial measure for our efforts for the provision such 
service California’s children each our com- 
munities. urge you read these reports and use them 
for committee and board planning. 


Postgraduate Education 
Continuing postgraduate education the diagnosis 
and treatment heart disease one our major goals.

Dr. Samuel paper which pub- 
lished this issue, reference made the recom- 
mendations the Governor’s Advisory Council 
Hospital Facilities they relate the care Cali- 
fornia’s rheumatic children. 


These recommendations are follows: 


tion with large general hospitals for the long-term care 
children convalescing from disease. Sup- 
port these facilities, when provision that portion 
beyond the purchasing ability the patients 
their families, should financed from tax funds and 
available all residents the State either tax- 
supported voluntary hospitals need financial 
assistance. 


That medical staff organization hospitals 
equipped give convalescent care these rheumatic 
patients should include members interested and 
qualified care for such patients. 


That governmental well non-governmental 
agencies and groups should inaugurate studies the 
field rheumatic fever and rheumatic heart disease, 
from the standpoint diagnosis, etiology and therapy, 
order develop adequate program. Adequate 
funds for such program should provided. 


The provisions should made for the employ- 
ment sufficient number qualified personnel 
eare for this special group patients. Included this 
group personnel should adequately trained pedi- 
atric nurses, dietitians, medical social workers, teachers 
and therapists. 


Morbidity Lower 1947 


compilation morbidity reports for the year 
just ended (see table, page 316) reveals that practically 
all reportable illnesses were either below the 1946 total 
the 1942-46 five-year median. 


Measles and German measles both fell off steeply 
from 1946 outbreaks. Diphtheria, epidemic influenza, 
mumps, syphilis, gonorrhea, scarlet fever, poliomyelitis, 
pneumonia, infectious encephalitis and 
tetanus all were below the total cases reported 
1946.

Dr. Halverson Reappointed Director

Wilton Halverson, M.D., Dr. P.H. has been 
appointed his second term Director the State 
Department Public Health and Officer 
the State Board Health Governor Earl 
Warren.

Use Penicillin Therapy Increases 
Clinic Activity 


Almost everyone connected with public health 
realizes that changes modern therapy have played 
remarkable role the control venereal disease. 
Because penicillin, more patients are being treated, 
and addition, more patients are receiving treatment 
when they are infectious potentially infectious. 

Some statistical indication the increase vene- 
real disease activity can noted study 
recently completed this Department’s Venereal 
Disease Service. 

When central tabulating unit which 
report the State Department Public Health) are 
considered, found that their average monthly 
patient loads over six month periods have increased 
more than 4,400 when the period July December, 
1943, compared with January-June, 1947 (Table I). 
Particularly significant that the number poten- 
tially infectious venereal disease cases 
treated has risen from per cent the total the 
last six months 1943 per cent all cases the 
first six months 1947. 

Because the rapidity penicillin therapy, 
greater number patients are completing treatment 
each month than when older methods therapy were 
used. 

With penicillin, syphilis treatment now averages 
days and gonorrhea, one day. The total number 
patients completing treatment during the first six 
months 1947 was 17,672 compared with 2,322 
patients during the last six months 1943. (Table

San Bernardino County Establishes 
Rabies Control Law 


unanimous vote the board supervisors, San 
Bernardino County has established ordinance for 
the control rabies which provides for annual com- 
pulsory vaccination and licensure all dogs. Adminis- 
tration the program under the county health 
department, although will performed 
local veterinarians. 


The ordinance was approved December 29, 1947, 
which went into effect 
immediately. 

The Los Angeles County Health Department, mean- 
while, established rabies quarantine its eastern area 
(territory adjoining San Bernardino County) from 
which cases rabid dogs have been reported the 
last three months. The dog quarantine applies the 
cities Pomona, Claremont, Verne, and the unin- 
corporated area immediately adjacent thereto. 


The need for effective local rabies control programs 
continuing problem throughout the State. Recently 
recommended this department was four-point local 
program meet the situation (California’s Health, 
May 31, 1947) which consists the following: 


The licensure all dogs within the 
pound system which implies the 
(a) The collection and destruction stray dogs 
(b) The isolation suspected rabid dogs 
Quarantine animals bitten other rabid 
animals. 


Animal vaccination all dogs within the com- 
munity with anti-rabies vaccine. 


Recognition that the problem rabies control 
must attacked jointly physicians and 
veterinarians. 


Sulfadiazine Prophylaxis Checks 
Meningitis Outbreak 


Twenty-three cases meningococcus meningitis 
with six deaths were reported during December from’ 
which just across the California-Mexico 
border near Calexico, California. Four cases this 
disease with one death were reported about the same 
time among Mexican nationals Imperial County. 
addition, two cases meningococcus meningitis and 
six cases pneumococcus meningitis Mexican work- 
ers were found Riverside County.
